Rule  59. 

\ LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
7 \ the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867,”  whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bi*idge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;

A BY-LAW 

To  authorise  thv  sale  of  lands  within  the  City  of 
Victoria  itjwn  which  taxes  hare  hern  (fur  < tnd  in 
arrears  foe  two  years . 

T H E REAS , it  is  expedient  that  all  lands  or 
YY  improvements  or  real  property  within  the 
limits  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  upon 
which  Municipal  taxes  have  been  due  and  in  arrear 
for  two  years,  shall  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  applied 
in  the  reduction  of  such  taxes  : 

Therefore  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  Victoria  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Collector  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  is  hereby  author- 
ised and  directed  whensoever  taxes  on  any'  land  or 
improvements  or  real  property  have  been  due  for  two 
years  preceding  the  current  year,  to  submit  to  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Victoria  a list  (in  duplicate)  of

*2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to  make
